Bankers and Congressmen adopting the banker 
view protest against the ..ppointment of all mem- 
bers of the Federal reserve boards by the Govern- 
ment. They clamor that note currency should be 
issued by the banks themselves rathe; than by 
the Government through the banks as agencies. 

But these are the very features of the bill 
through which greater official] control of banking 
for ending past abuses« developed under private 
control has been sought. To dencunce these fea- 
tures as based on ideas surviving from the days 
of fiat money agitation is not without cleverness 
and effectiveness. It appeals to old prejudices. 
It renews distrusts inspired by past financial 
vagaries. “Get the Government out of the bank- 
ing business’ expresses something that is not yet 
withou" exaggerated force—in banking circies. 

It is safe to say, however, that had there been 
in the past no popular apotheosis of greenbacks 
in unlimited quantities, no Populistic demand that 
the “banks get out of the Government business,”’ 
no turning to’ plausible financial theories in 1896, 
conditions would by this time have forced a wide 
spread recognition of the value and necessity of 
some such mechanism as that incorporated in the 
pending administration currency measure. Per- 
haps such mechanism would have been created 
before this but for those disconcerting agitations 

Irreconcilable bankers ignore the rate at which 
the world has been moving. Trade channels are 
controlled for the exclusion of tainted and adulter- 
ated ‘foods. What would be thought of a suggestion 
that offending dealers in foodstuffe should have 
influential representation in the department by 
which their own abuses are restrained? States 
and cities have been bringing under their au- 
thority corporations performing public service of 
various descriptions Should the corporations 
have a dominating voice in determining how this 
authority shall be exercised? The Federal Gov- 
ernment itself has assumed contrel over many 
railroad activities and is preparing to increase 
that control. How much weight would be carried 
by an impudent demand that the railroads appoint. 
practically one-half of the Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners? 

With other utilities strictly controlled, shal] the 
paramount utility of banking on which the money 
of the people depends perpetuate the selfish pri- 
vate control that so often has subordinated the 
general interest to privilege in the past? The title 
of the Glass bill states that its object is not only 
to furnish an elastic currency, but to “establish 
a more effective supervision of banking in the 
United States.” The bankers want the elastic cur- 
rency without the effective supervision. The re- 
sponsibility for delay beyond the special session 
will be heavy.

WHAT MAKES VICTORS. 
Kiug Constantine of Greece, the other day, 
declared on a historic German battlefield that 
“German strategy and tactics, second only to the 
bravery of Greek soldiers, were responsible for 
Greek victories in the Balkan War.” The Ger- 
man Emperor, to whom he spoke, did not offer 
contradiction. 
Greece’s early victories over the Turks in Mace- 
donia were won from the Sultan’s troops, who also 
were armed with German rifles and who had been 
drilled either by German drillmaSters or by Turk- 
ish officers trained by Germany. 
The flower of the Ottoman army was not here. 
It opposed the Bulgarian line all the way from 
Kirk-Kilisseh to the Tchatalja forts. It suffered 
defeat after defeat at the hands of the Bulgars, 
who were trained and drilled by Frenchmen, after 
the manner of the French school of war, and al! 
their weapons from side arms to siege guns were 
French. 
After the Turk was driven almost to the Bos- 
phorous, and the sickening. quarrel over the spoils 
began, the German-trained Greeks defeated the 
French-trained Bulgars on every field. But it was 
the worn-out fragment of the brilliant army which 
had almost swept Turkey from Europe that the 
Greeks met. Bulgaria carried for months the 
weight and strain of the war for the allies, only 
ta lose the richest part of the profit at the end 
through the rapacity of herself and recent friends. 
Almost any standard make of rifle is good 
enough to kill a man with, and all systems of war 
are much the same. In the end, the prize goes, 
as it always has, to the side that puts the best 
soldiers and the most of them in the field, supplies 
them with arma, feeds them well and gives them 
good officers to guide them. God, as Napoleon re- 
marked,‘is likely to be on the side of the heaviest 
battalions. 
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FREE TRADE AND EXTORTION. 
When Senator La Follette denounces the Re- 
publican tariff act of 1909 as “little short of a 
crime,” it is because of the extortionate nature 
of its protective duties. Yet af the same. time, 
he protests against Democratic “fred trade ten- 
dencies.” 
In fact, and on the record, the extortionate 
tariff of 1909 is more than half free trade. Of 
the total of goods admitted under it in an aver- 
age month this year, 61.50 per cent are on the 
free list and come in wholly untaxed. The ay- 
erage of goods it has admitted on a basis of 
absolute free trade has run from 50 to over 
per cent a year during the last three years.

So sang the incomparable Kipling, and his 
words come back to mind when one reads the 
story of the wreck of the Zeppelin L-1 with the 
loss of 15 of her crew of 22 men in a hurricane 
on the North Sea. 

For the 15 were Sons of Martha, giving their 
lives to insure for Sons of Mary safety and free- 
dom in the navigation of the upper air. 

Curiously enough, it was Kipling who firat viv- 
idly foreshadowed, in a classic tale, “The Night 
Mall,” the triumph of human air flight. which was 
so s0on thereafter to be begun and which has been 
even thus early carried forward beyond the ex- 
pectation even of its niost daring developers. 

fn Kipling’s story the Fast Mail was shown 
fighting its way against terrific gales across the 
North Atlantic. It was a prophecy of that which 
is to come—and come soon. The cables 10 days 
@go reported the construction of a new Zeppelin 
dirigible theoretically competent to cross the At- 
lantic; that is to say, its known speed and its pe- 
trol capacity considered together assured it, bar- 
ring accident—as a head wind strong enough 
to hold it at a standstill for several hours—a sail- 
ing radius large enough to take it from Burope 
to America. 

The wreck of the Zeppelin L-1 proves the diri- 
gible has not yet been made sufficiently strong, 
nor its hazards under changing temperatures been 
calculated with sufficient accuracy, to warrant an 
attempt at ocean crossing. undreds of flights 
with crew and passengers have been made be- 
tween the cities of Germany, and out over the 
North Sea, without disaster, and the problem is 
being slowly and surely worked out. What re- 
mains to be done is to gain strength and speed 
without sacrifice of carrying capacity—even to 
gain carrying capacity with added strength and 
speed. 

The Zeppelin at close range is seen to be a 
very fragile vessel. Five of them have been de- 
stroyed by accidents of one kind or another, all, 
luckily, until the loss of the L-1, without loss of 
life. On one occasion a passenger-carrying Zep- 
peélin, badly crippled in midair by a furious storm 
and hurled downward into a forest, succeedéd in 
landing its crew and passengers without injury. 

Last November I went to Hamburg to gail in the 
Hansa III from Hamburg to Hildesheim, a dis- 
tance of 160 miles. My ticket, which cost me 800 
marks (approximately $75), was numbered 6452, 
indicating that 6451 persons had ridden in the dir- 
igibles ahead of me. The Hansa III was booked 
to sail on a Sunday morning at 9 o'clock. I rose 
early, still in doubt whether a man who had sur- 
vived rides on a wild stallion during a South Texas 
manhunt and in a New Orleans taxicab, ought, tn 
the light of cold common sense, to risk his neck 
in a Zeppelin, yet stubbornly bent on taking the 
chance. A taxi bore me out to the hangar, 2 
brick building some 600 feet long, 250 feet wide 
and more than 100 feet high, situated in a meadow 
at the city’s edge. The meadow was inclosed 
with a high, tight board fence. The guard at the 
entrance gate relieved me of my camera, with 
which I had hoped to snap some views of the scen- 
ery from-above, and bade me get rid of my lighted 
eigar and any matches I happened to be carrying 
before entering the grounds. A walk of a quarter 
mile brought me to the hangar, only to learn that 
owing to adverse wind currents 1000 feet above 
ground the ship would not sail that day. 

When would it sail? 


The secretary of the company, in his little office 
hack of the hangar, was unable to say. Certainly 
not until wind conditions were right. The com- 
pany sometimes sent its ships up, for experimental 
purposes, under adverse conditions, but it would 
take no risk with the lives of its passengers. 

Three days of waiting followed before the winds 
got right for the trip. The airship’s passenger 
cabin is built into its bottom amidships, and re- 
sembles a Pullman’s interior, except that it is 
constructed of the lightest woods and sheathed 
with wicker instead of plush. Double seats face 
each other across a narrow table, so that passen- 
gers are seated in groups of fours, on elfther side 
of the car. The car’s capacity was 12 passengers. 
We had seven, with a crew of 16 officers and men, 
who rode in small open cars attached to the bot- 
tom of the ship near either end, where they con- 
trolled the machinery. 

Seated in the car, looking out of open windows 
into a clear sky, or down a half mile to where 
the earth slid out from under so rapidly one 
first* feared it might get away entirely, leaving 
us no place to alight, we ordered wine and cakes, 
which the waiter brought from a pantry opening 
off one end of the cabin. After the first upward 
slant as the doors, big as the whole end of the 
building, swung open noiselessly, and the ship got 
under way, one was conscious of no sense of mo- 
tion: it was like sitting still and seeing the land- 
scape race past. The wife of the whisky mer- 
chant from Cologne was the coolest of the lot of 
us. Her fat husband was about four shades paler 
than normal during the first half hour. 


The windows, I noted, were of mica The ship 
was in 18 separate sections, in each a gas bag, 
the whole held together with a frame of blen*? 
aluminum and chilled steel, or so I was told: and 
Inelosed in heavy canvas cloth. Four hundred and 
fifty feet long, it tapered at either end in cigar 
shape — which was an obnoxious reminder 
after luncheon, since no smoking was  per- 
mitted. The trip was four hours long. It was 
worth the money, but it was not nearly so sport- 
ing an experience as a four-hour ride around 
Hamburg harbor, in and out under the prows of 
dashing tugs, in a 20-foot motor boat, one of the 
Hamburg harbor taxis, as they are called. Com- 
pared with the half-hour ride taken a few days 
later in an aeroplane at Hendon flying field, 
London, the ride in the Zeppelin was as tame as 
going to church In a buggy behind old Betsy. I 
cannot imagine any other way itn which a timid 
person can be scared almost to death so often, 
in #0 little time, as in a half-hour spent clinging 
with clenched hands to the frame work of an 
neroplane darting swallow-like up and down, tn 
and out, circling and dropping down the dusk that 
broods above suburban London. On the Zeppelin 
one could conceal his fear by making ostentatious- 
Iv light conversation with his fellow passengers: 
on the aeroplane the tenderfoot couldn't even 
hear himeelf think, much less talk. 

Tt is my impression the French have cot off 
wrong, concentrating their efforts on war aero- 
planes, and that the Germans have laid the race 
under a new heavy obligation by developing the 
dirigible so far as they have done. 

Incidentally, {t is doubtful if walking, as a 
sport, was ever before quite so appealing to me 
as it was after getting safely down out of an ele- 
ment into which TF felt men of my generation had 
ny» teal business to intrude. Let the Sons of Mar- 
tha make it wholly safe first: or, at least, as 
safe as railroading. T have no doubt they will 
de it, in time for the pleasure of the next genera-

DULLNESS IN TEACHERS.

Lower this primer into the hole, throw 
in a handful of clay or sand and press 
down gently with the tamping prick. 
The first 4 or 5 inches of tamping 
should be pressed rather lightly, after 
which the tamping nae ed 
hard, being careful to “ne 
to the fuse. Tamp the ho fu 
the top of the ground. Before 
ing the, fuse, clear away tools, dyna- 
mite, detonators, etc. Split the end of 
the fuse for a quarter of an inch and 
be careful about shaking the powder 
out. Bend the fuse so that the ond 
points downward, when it can 
readily lighted with a match. The 
fuse is not lit until a shower of 
sparks is thrown out wr F hissing 
sound: sometimes the end of the fuse 
will blaze for a few seconds before 
the poweer is lit.

my HE passage of the tariff bill by the Senate was the: most important event of the 
week and, indeed, one of the most important occurrences in many years, effect- 
ding as it does the low-tariff wishes of the American people, expressed in vain, as 
President Wilson says, for over a generation. It marks an epoch in political history, 
as there seems to be hardly a doubt but that the bill, substantially as it has passed, will 


become a law now very shortly. 


An Honest Tariff.’’ ‘ 


New York World: It is easy to oriticine par- 
ticular schedules of the Underwood-Simmons ‘tar- 
iff. It is easy to criticige particular schedules of 
any tariff. But whatever miay be the faults of the 
Underwood-Simmons measure, it is an honest tar- 
iff, enacted by a free Congress.

ATHENS, Greece, Sept. 138.—Nobody rejoices 
more at the conclusion of peace between the war- 
ring Balkan States than Prince Nicholas of 
Greece, who has always declared ‘that he is no 
goldier, but prefers a quiet life with his family. 
Never is he so happy as when driving with his lit- 
tle daughters—Princess Olga, Elizabeth and 
Marma—or taking them to the “mover which 
flourish in this ancient city. 

For several weeks Prince Nicholas slept In a 
small room at the Hadzi-Balik Railway Station, 
which he shared with his brother, King Constan- 
tine of Greece. The station is near Struma and 
was the headquarters of the Greek Army. The 
rcyal brothers were fed on bad mutton, drank 
gritty water, with rare cups of tea for a change, 
and had as melancholy outlook from their quar- 
ters, a view of the cholera tents near by. 

Prince Nicholas was the censor and doled out 
scanty news to a few war correspondents who 
lived in a tumble-down raliway coach. Fleas and 
mosquitoes made life almost unbearable for the 
newspaper men and for the royal warriors. Hands 
and faces were made raw by the constant attack 
of the insects and Nicholas complained bitterly 
when his brother, the King, forbade him to leave 
camp to see hie children. 

The Greeks rather despise Nicholas, but have 
taken to their hearts King Constantine, who 
shared the soldiers ‘rough lot without grumbling 
ana always in the best of humor. 

Already he is far more beloved that was his 
father, chiefly because he speaks Greek very well 
and promises that his life shall be devoted to the 

coungry. The friction of a few years ago when 
the Greeks practically sent him into exile be- 
cause of his changes in the army, have been for- 
gotten and everyone now sees that he was right 
in his reforms. 

Having no trace of Greek blood tn thefr veins, 
being half Danish and half Russian; the members 
of the present royal family of Greece have a good 
deal of prejudice to contend with. The present 
King’s father was Queen Alexandra’s favorite 
brother, a son of Danish King Christian IX. His 
mother was a Russian Grand Duchess. His wife 
is the German Emperor’s sister, Sophia. The wife 
of Prince Nicholas !a Helena, daughter of Grand 
Duke Viadimir of Russia.

The City Art Museum will open this 
morning at 10 o’clock the eighth an- 
nual exhibition of selected paintings 
by American artists, to be shown tin 
the World’s Fair Art Building in For- 
This collection represents 
painting In 


est Park. 
contemporary 
129 carefully selected examples. It 
shows the wide range of American 
art and the great technical compet- 
ence of the leading painters whose 
work stands for American expression 
in this field. 

The names of 116 artists appear In 
the catalogue of this exhibition. Most 
of them are famillar to those who 
take an interest in American art 
progress. There is a good sprinkling, 
however, of less known aspirants 
whose efforts seem to be worth while, 
The National Academy comes out 
strongly with 48 academicians or as- 
sociates exhibiting. 

The conservative side of the display 
naturally is emphasized by the work 
of the Academy painters who, as a 
body, connect the exhibition with the 


American 


American art progress. But to sup- 
pose the Academicians are elderly and 
staid persons tied to the backward 
ways of a former generation, is a 
mistake. The art of some of the older. 
members, like W. M. Chase, is quite 
as incisive and “vital” as anything 
that the younger element_is likely to 
produce.. And there is an important 
group in the Academy now of the 
younger men who have developed un- 
der the influence of movements which 
were considered very fradical, indeed, 
only three or four decades ago.

Committee Tells Freeholders 
Why They Should Adopt Civil 
Service System. 


POLITICIANS CONDEMNED 


Report Says Public Offices Are 
Degraded by St. Louis Cus- 
tom in Appointment. 


A strong argument fn favor of the 
merit system in city appointments 
was sent to the Board of Freehold- 
ers yesterday by the Civil _ Segvice 
Committee of the Civic League, 

Under the plan favored by the 
League, all city employes, except 
elected officers, officers appointed un- 
der charter provisions and subject to 
confirmation by the Council, officers 
of the Council, one secretary, deputy 
or assistant. and one stenographer for 
each of the officers of the exempt 
service, and laborers, and such offices 
as it is impracticable to fill by ex- 
aminations, shall be subject to civil 
service examinations and rules, 

The practical politicians fought the 
Lehmann charter because it contained 
a civil service provision. Several po- 
litical leaders. have protested against 
the incorporation of the merit sys- 
tem in the charter to be written by 
the present Board of Freetiolders. 


‘ Peliticians Control Jobs. 

The committee called attention to 
the fact that the city safeguards in 
every possible way the purchase of 
supplies,gbut permits the politicians 
to cont city appointments. It Is 
pointed out that four-fifths of the in- 
come of the city, or about $6,750,000, 
anually, fs appropriated for salartes, | 
while only one-seventh, or ‘about $1,- 
675,000,' isepaid out fer supplies. 

“Yet the more important source of 
expenditure,” the report states, “the 
salary list, has been wholly neglécted. 
The appointmient of more than 6000 of- 
ficers and employes has been left en- 
tirely to the judgment of the heads bf 
departments or to political Influences. 

‘‘In some cases, since thé charter was 
adopted in 1876, these appointments have 
been made on the basis of merit, but In 
the large majority of instances they 
have been made on the principle that 
public office is the fruit of partisan vic- 
tory, and that the right of appointment 
is determined by the service rendered to 
a political party.’’ 

The evils of the spofls system are an- 
alyzed and condemned. 

“There is,”’ the report states, “no influ- 
ence in our municipal life today* which 
tends more to degrade the public service 
and render it.expensive and inefficient 
than this system of patronage. 

‘‘Public-spirited business men accept 
elections to the Municipal Assembly and 
competent engineers accept appoint- 
ments as heads of departments, but in- 
stead of being left free to devote their 
attention to actual municipal problems, 
they are continually harrassed by the 
importunities of politicians who are 
seeking appointments to office either 
for themselves or for their friends. 

“These conditions will continue to 
exist and in an increasingly aggravated 
form unless the new charter contains 
definite provisions for removing most of 
the appointments from the field of poll- 
tics and placing them strictly on a merit 
basis." 

Political Activity Condemned. 

It is a@iso pointed out that per- 
nicious political activity prevails un- 
der the established custom in St. 
Louis. The party in power -expects 
its men in ofifce to work for the 
party and support it by contributions 
from their salaries. They are ap- 
pointed on committees to do political 
work and required to look ut for 
the party’s interests during elections. 
This custom is criticised as a demor- 
alizing force in the public service. 

Reports and statistics were sub- 
mitted to show that the merit sys- 
tem, wherever it has been adopted, 
hag resulted ingimprovement of the 
public service and the reduction of 
the cost of mpintenance of the 
service. 
' The League submitted to the pres- 
ent Board of Freeholders the same 
draft of a chapter covering the merit 
system that was-submitted to the 
Lehmann board.

A plan for distributing collie dogs and 
siving one or more to each farmer in 
Missouri has* been suggested to T. C. 
Wilson, Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture, by Harry B. Hawes of 8t. 
Louis, former political leader, attorney 
and president of the Mississippi Valley 
Kennel Club. 

Hawes says he made the suggestion 
seriously because: he believes it would 
not only benefit every farmer in the 
State, but would make Missourt famous. 

The idea is to establish a State kennel 
for raisinggand distributing dogs, just 
as the State now. distributes game fish, 
Pheasants and Hungarian partridges 
without cost to those receiving ‘them. 


Would Displace Mongrels. 


At first a certaih number of -dogs 
would be placed in the hands of Mis- 
sour! farmers who would agree to care 
for them and their progeny. In a com- 
paratively short time the collie output 
would be so great that there would be 
high-grade puppies for all who would 
ask for them. These dogs would take 
the place of the mongrels and curs now 
sO numerous on Missouri farms. 

At the same time, Hawes says, Mis- 
sourl would achieve a reputation as a 
producer of fine collies and thus add 
another to its many widely advertised 
industries, while at the same time ac- 
quiring a reputation for progressive- 
ness, 

In a letter to Secretary Wilsdn Hawes 
vrote: 

“The raising of dogs has. been my 
hobby for many years. For seven,or 
eight years I have been president of the 
Mississippi Valley aennel Club of this 
city, and am a delegate to the national 
organization. 


50,000 Dogs in St. Loults. 


“Some years ago I found that there 
Were 22,000 dog licenses fssued in St. 
Louis alone. It is safe to say. that not 
one-fourth of the dogs in the city are 
licensed. If'I am even approximately 
correct, there are at least 50,000 dogs in 
St. Louis alone. Taking the dog popu- 
lation in Kansas City, St. Joe, Joplin and 
the other large cities, we could conserv- 
atively add &,000 more for the cities of 
£000 inhabitants and over. 

“There are 114 counties in the State. 
The percentage of dogs, I believe, would 
be greater jn the country districts than 
in the city districts, and few farmers or 
suburban residents are without a pet of 
some kind. Most of them are mongrels, 
having neither beauty nor great utility. 
On the farm. the dog, properly trained 
and of the proper breed, almost takes 
the place of & man. @ He is the night- 
watchman, the playfellow for the chil- 
dren, the companion of the farmer and, 
on ck farms, can take the place of 
a boy in handling cattle,- sheep and 
hogs."’ r 

Thinks Cost Would Be Small. 

Hayes told a reporter that he believed 
the cost of providing collic dogs for Mis- 
sourl farmers would be small, as many 
cwners of thoroughbred stock would be 
glad to send their surplus puppies to 
the proper State board for- distribution 
without cost.

“MEN'S VIEWS ON 
CURRENCY ASKED 


G. A. Mahan of Hannibal Will 
Compile Views of 6o00 if 
They Answer Letters. 


PLANS TO AID CONGRESS. 


Missouri President of National 
Citizens’ League Impartial 
as to Scheme. 

Congress ought to know the sentiment 
of country bankers and of city and 
country business men concerning bank- 
ing reform, is the opinion of George A. 
Mahan of Hannibal, president of the, 


and a member of the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Applying this idea in a methodical 
manner, Mahan is sending out 6000 let- 
ters asking Missouri bankers and busi- 
ness men to submit their opinions to 
him and he will transmit the replies to 
the Congressional Committee on Banking 
and Currency. In doing this Mahan is 
not attempting to influence the opinions 
of bankers and merchants. He is desir- 
ove to ascertain what they sincerely be- 
lieve. He thinks that an opportunity 
ought to be afforded the couritry bank- 
ing and mercantile interests to lay their 
suggestions before Congress and he is 
offering the services of the National Cit- 
izens’ League for this purpose. 

“The principal aim of the National 
Citizens’ League,” said Mahan, “‘is to 
encourage and assist the establisliment 
of a thoroughly competent and modern 
banking system. The system should be 
typically American, based on the dem- 
onstrated principles of economy, and it 
should be equitable !n every detail. 
Country bankers and business men may 
advance ideas which would help mate- 
rially in enacting a practically perfect 
law, as they are among the most intel- 
ligent, thoughtful and best bankers and 
business men in the nation. 

“Most bankers and business men 
maintain that there should not be too 
many regional banks. In their opin- 
ion, three or four would be ample. 
And they hold that the banking in- 
terests should have some representa- 
tion in the Federal Reserve Board. 
In our circular letter we are asking 
country bankers and business men 
to express themselves on these 
phases of the professed plan. They 
have a right to be heard; they com. 
prise the larger part of the banking 
»nd business interests. 

“We hope Congress w'll reform the 
present panic-breeding, antiquated 
banking system with the utmost dis- 
patch consistent with prudence and 
careful consideration. We do not 
care wh) originates the plan which 
will be finally adopted. Our sole am- 

ition is to co-operate with Congress 
toward constructing the best kind of 
@ banking system.” 

Asks About Regional Banka. 

Mahan's St. Louis offices are ‘n the 
Mercantile National Bank Building, 
where the replies are to be directed. 
rhe letter says in part: 

“One phase of the new banking 
plan in which country bankers are 
interested concerns the number of 
regional banks which should be es- 
‘ablished under the proposed system. 
(a) Do you favor the recommenda- 
tion that the Federal Reserve }oard 
‘hould begin with banks in the three 
central reserve cities? (b) Do you 

hiak it would be more preferable to 
have four regional banks than 11? 
(c) Do you think there should be 
as many as eleven regional bans? 

“Do you think the banking inter- 
sts, if they take all the _ stock, 
‘should have representation in the 
“ederal Reserve Board?’.

‘News Stories of Angiers and Hunters 
By JOCK BELLAIRS 


life, incident to spring rises and sum- 
mer drouth was furnished by a party 
of sportsmen who last Sunday traveled 
to points along the Meramec bottoms. 


These anglers, among them Joseph 
Oheim and C. J. White, started out for 
the purpose of sight-seeing, but became 
rescuers of imprisoned fish, and ‘they 
agree fully, with the story told in these 
columns adenti, that more fish are lost 
in slashes and sloughs due to rising wa- 
ters than by all other causes combined. 
The party found one stretch of what 
had been a slough, dried almost com- 
pletely. In it there remained a few pools 
of water, mone more than one and one- 
half tnches deep, and none more than 
six feet long, while only one had a 
wilth of more than 18 inches. Caught in 
these puddles were thousands of sun- 
fish and catfish. It developed that hu- 
mane natives—it was in Jefferson Coun- 
ty~had removed the larger fish, some 
to other water and some to eat. They 
head left the fry te perish, and it was 
more than the local men could stand. 
With borrowed dip nets they went into 
th; puddles and began a rescue that re- 
sulted in the salvage of hundreds. of 
fish. These were mainly catfish. But 
there were hundreds of sunfish fry 
which b’crowed fnto the mud in a last 
fight for life, which these sportsmen 
placed in safe water. 
One remarkable condition noted by 
those who have gone to the drying up 
sloughs in various parts along the river 
front, clear down to the water regions 
of the sunken lands, ‘is the absence of 
gars. These pirates of the fish world, 
not only prey cn other fish ravenously, 
but seem to have the instinct of getting 
out of harm’s way when danger of low 
water threatens. Just one gar was seen 
in reports of three parties who have 
told of the ¢rying up of ponds, lakes 
and streams. Whitehouse Slough, 
where there was a heavy death toll, had 
been deserted by gar, so far as the 
seekers could find. Chestnut Lake, dry 
almost, had not a gar in it. Rock Creek, 
almost dry, yielded only one gar. 
Sportsmen generally find low water 
everywhere and in a great many places 
no water at all. Small streams are 
threads now. Many are completely dry.

Flags Dipped to Half Mast and 
Salutes Fired as Journey on 
Lusitania Begins.

. LIVERPOOL, Sept. 
of William J. Gaynor, 
New York, is now abvard the steamer 
IMitania, at sea, after receiving hon- 
ors here seldom paid to any except 
England’s most illustrious dead. 

The Lusitania sailed this evening 
for New York, and is due there next 
Friday. In deference to the feelings 
of the . passengers the Lusitania, 
which was crowded, the body was 
placed aboard early this morning, aft- 
er a brief funerai service at the 
Liverpool town hall. 

All last night the body lay in state 
euarded by details of picked police. 
Cunard officials received the coffin 
on board the Lusitania from a White 
Star tender, which carried it from 
the landing stage to the vessel an- 
chored in the stream. Representa- 
tives of the’Lord Mayor and several 
City Councilmen were in attendance. 

Covered With American Flag. 

Acting under instructions of the 
Lord Mayor, the port authorities ex- 
tended every possible courtesy. The 
body was removed without the usual 
examination and was placed in a 
mortuary chapel aboard ship. Rufus 
Gaynor, the late Mayor’s son, accom- 
panied by the. American Consul, Hor- 
ace Lee Washington, boarded the 
Lusitania at 5 o’clock and was re- 
ceived by Capt. Charles and City 
Councilman Maxwell, to whom he ex- 
pressed his deép gratitude for the 
high honors which Liverpool had paid 
to his father. 

On the tender the oak coffin, en- 
closed in*a plain lead box, was cov- 
ered, with an American flag, and al- 
most. buried in flowers. In the chapel 
the official American ensign of the 
Lusitania was draped oyer the coffin.

Before the body was taken to the ship 
this morning a death mask of the fea- 
tures of the Mayor was taken, in accord- 
ance with instructions received’ from 
Mrs. Gaynor. 

The Liverpool clergy, headed by the 
Bishop of Liverpool, persuaded Rufus 
Gaynor to consent to the holding of a 
religious service at 7 o'clock. In the dim 
light of candles and in the great fog 
which enshrouded the hallway, the Rev. 
Theodore A. Howard, vicar of St. 
Matthéw’s, conducted an impressive 
Church of England funeral! ritual over 
the body of the dead Mayor. 

The only attendants at the service 
besides several policemen, were Rufus 
Gaynor, the nurse who accompanied the 
Mayor on board the Baltic: Horace L. 
Washington and the secretary of the 
Lord Mayor. 

After the ceremony the body was 
carried to a hearse, which was drawn 
by four horses ‘through the deserted 
streets of the city to the’ landing stage. 
It was then transferred to the ship’s 
tender. 

An Unprecedented Honor. 

The placing of the body of Mayor 
Gaynor in state at the foot of the grand 
stairway in the town hall on its arrival 
here was an unprecedented honor, for 
never before had anyone lain in-state in 
the historic edifice. Covered with the 
stars and stripes and with the British 
union jack draped over its foot, the 
casket rested on a catafalque brought 
here from Westminster Abbey, London. 
and on which has reposed the bodies of 
many of England’s most famous men. 
It was last used at the funeral of Field 
Marshal’ Lord Wolseley in St. Paul's 
Cathedral last March. 

Candles in the great golden candelabra 
from Westminster Abbey cast a sub- 
dued light up the wide stairway and 
over the detail of picked men from the 
Liverpoo! police force. John Sutherland 
Harmood-Banner, Lord Mayor. who 
ls absent on vacation, had telegraphed 
to the city of,Liverpool to do ey erything 
in its power in honor of the dead Mayor 
of New York, and the instructions were 
carried out. 


When the steamer Baltic, on board 
which: Mayor Gaynor died at sea last 
Wednesday, docked, the landing stage 
was cleared of all persons except the 
holders of tickets. A great crowd had 
assembled outside the dock gates. As 
soon as the gang plank was run out. 
‘nited States Consul Washington. ac- 
companied by a. delegation from the 
White Star Line, went aboard the ship. 
Washington met Rufus Gaynor and -ex-, 
pressed. condolences on behalf.of him 
self and the Lord Mayor of Liverpool. 

From the dock thé coffin was car- 
ried to the street, where it was placed 
in a hearee which was followed by 
the Lord Mayor's carriage occupied 
by Rufus.

TREDAND SENTTO 
PRISON DAY AFTER 


Negro Quickly Convicted at 
Springfield, Ill., to Prevent 
Possible Race Riot. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. Sept. 13.— 
Charles Banks of Jonesboro, Ark., the 
negro boy who attacked Theresa 
Akins, a white child, 10 years old, in 
a cornfield on the outskirts of this 
tity yesterday afternoon, was indict- 
ed this afternoon by a special grand 
jury, taken into court, where he 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 
an indeterminate term in the State 
reformatory, and locked behind the 
bars at Pontiac by 5 o'clock. 

Quick action in the case was taken 
because of *thréats against the pris- 
oner and in fear that, if he remained 
in the Springfield jail, sentiment 
against him might result in a race 
riot similar to one in 1908. 

Within 26 hours of his arrest Banks 
was on his way to the State reforma- 
tery. This is a record in Sangamon 
County. 

Judge Creighton was prevailed upon 
by Charles 8S. Gibbs, a negro attorney, 
and other negro citizens, who had also 
enlisted the support of the State’s At- 
torney’s office, to summon a special 
grand jury to consider the case. 

The special jury was empaneled at 
1:15 p. m.: Thirty minutes later the 
body had returned an indictment charg- 
ing Banks. with crime against a child. 
The young negro was forthwith ar- 
raigned, he pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to serve from one to 20 years 
in the State reformatory. 

When the Sheriff and deputies en- 
tered the courtroom with Banks,’ Mrs. 
Akins, mother of the child, who had 
awaited his appearance, rushed toward 
him, screaming hysterically: 

“Let me at him! Let me 
hands on him!”’ 

With difficulty the deputies restrained 
her and led the woman, sobbing, into 
an anteroom. Akins, the father, aided 
in calming his wife. 

In answer to Judge Creighton’s ques- 

tion if he had any defense, the boy re- 
plied that he had none, and when 
warned that he might be sent to Pon- 
tlac, with probable transfer to the State 
penitentfary when he becomes of age. 
the negro said: “I know, Judge. [ 
want to go.’’

ATTACK ON CHILD 


DICT AFTER 
UR YEAR FIGHT 


Miss Alice Byrne Obtains Judg- 
ment for Share of Grand- 
father’s $100,000 Estate. 


By a four years’ fight in the ceurts of 
Jefferson County, Missouri, Miss Alice 
Byrne of 1900 Belt avenue has obtained 
a judgment for a share estimated at 
$15,000 in the $100,000 estate of her grand- 
father, Patrick Byrne. The estate con- 
sists largely of Jefferson County real 


estate, including several farms and a 


mill. 
Miss Byrne brought her contest suit 


in 1909, when she became of legal age. 
She claimed the share of the estate 
which would have fallen to her father, 
Thomas Byrne, if the estate had been 
divided before his death. She named 
as defendants her grandmother, Mrs. 
Rose Byrne, and her uncles and aunts, 
John T., Patrick, James and the Rev. 
C. E. Byrne, and Mary Jane, Anna and 
Ella Byrne. 

Miss Byrne’s share, as fixed in the 
estate, was $6 a month and $40 when 
she became of age. The other heirs re- 
fused to grant her more than the $400, 
and she accordingly sued for what 
would have been her father’s share. 

She won a favorable verdict in thd 
Circuit Court in Hillsboro, but the de- 
fendants appealed to the Supreme Court, 
and the case was remanded, because 
of defective instructions, for a new trial. 
Miss Byrne’s lawyers think her latest 
victory will end the litigation. The case 
had become a celebrated one in Jeffer- 
son County, owing to the prominence 
of the Byrne family there.

If she can show af- 
firmatively that she has not commit- 
ted a crime or misdemeanor. involving 
moral turpitude, she will be- permitted 
to land. On the other hand, if she is 
found to have committed such offenses, 
she will be ordered deported. 


Promises “a Square Deal.” 
“Tf the case comes to me on appeal 


from Ellis Island I will pass upon it 
with an absolutely open mind. Mrs. 
Pankhurst will get a square deal. She 
will be advised of her rights from the 
outset and protected in them.”’ 

At the office of Secretary of Labor 
Wilson it was said that a request had 
not been made upon the State Depart- 
ment to secure the police record of Mrs. 
Pankhurst in London and send it to 
New York for the use of the immigra- 
tion authorities in passing upon her 
right to admission into this country. An 
cfficial of the State Department who 
should be advised of any such request, 
also stated that as far as he knew, none 
had been made. 

Upon her arrival at New York a, 
Pankhurst will be required to appear 
before a Board of Inquiry, consisting of 
three members. This board will inquire 
carefully into her record in London and 
ask her questions regarding her theo- 
ries of government, with a view to de- 
termining whether she is a proper per- 
son to enter the United States. This pro- 
cedure is the same as any alien is re- 
quired to go through if any question is 
raised as to the right of entry. 

After completing its investigation, 
the Board of Inquiry will make a re- 
port to the acting Commissioner of 
Immigration at Ellis Island with a 
recommendation that Mrs. Pankhurst 
be deported, or that she be permitted 
to land and go on her way. 

Many Appeals Possible. 

The acting Commisisoner, in the or- 
dinary course of business, will review 
the findings of the Board of Inquiry 
and approve or disapprove them. If 
he should concur in a recommenda- 
tion that the suffragette leader be 
deported, Mrs. Pankhurst could ap- 
peal immediately to the Secretary of 
Labor. 

In that event, the case would go 
first to Commissioner-General Cami- 
netti, who would review it and then 
pass it on to Secretary Wilson. 

In case Secretary Wilson should ap- 
prove the recommendation of the im- 
migration authorities and order Mrs. 
Pankhurst deported, she still would 
have recourse to the courts in New 
York and could apply for a writ of 
habeas corpus, taking practically the 
Same course as Cypriano Castro, for- 
mer President of Venezuela, who in- 
sisted on landing in this country 
when he was not wanted. 

Should the immigration authorities 
at Ellis Island determine to permit 
Mrs. Pankhurst to land, the case 
probably would not come to Wash- 
ington, although the acting Commis- 
sioner of Immigration could forward 
the papers to Commissioner-General 
Caminetti if he saw fit, detaining 
Mrs. Pankhurst meanwhile. 

Officials here have not and will not 
prejudice the case in any event. 

Camipetti a Suffragist. 

So far as Commissioner Caminetti ig 
concerned, it may cheer the Ameri- 
can suffragists, who have taken up 
the cudgels for Mrs. Pankhurst, to 
know that he was one of the pioneers 
in the woman's suffrage movement in 
California, his home State. 

Unfortunately for Mrs. Pankhurst. 
her present status in England is not 
calculated to facilitate her entry inte 
this country. She is now under sen- 
tence of three years at hard labor for 
inciting the malicious destruction of 
property and could have been sen- 
tenced to 14 years. 

She was released from jail as the 
result of a hunger strike that came 
near resulting fatally. She went to 
France under a license, but will be 
returned to prison as soon as she 
lands again on English soil. Under 
the criminal laws of most of the 
states, her offense would be classed 
as a felony.

FIREMEN REPORT

Chief Swingley Finds Indications 
That 100 Bales of Low Grade 
Have Been Used. 


INSPECTION ORDER ISSUED 


Secretary of Contracting Firm 
Says No Complaint Has Been 
Made to His Company. 


The discovery of the delivery of low 
grade hay for No. 1 timothy @t $21.25 a 
ton, for which the city contracted, has 
been reported by members of No. 322 
engine company, Twentieth street and 
Washington avenue, and an investiga- 
tion has been made by Fire Chief Swing- 
ley, who first received a tip from out- 
side sources that the Jast delivery of hay 
at this engine house contained a large 


amount of inferior hay. 
The investigation last week by Chief 
Swingley and Charles C. Richardson, 


special investigator of the Comptroller's 
office, brought reports from firemen 
which indicated that nearly 100 bales 
of inferior hay had been delivered and 
consumed. 

The last delivery at the Twentieth and 
Washington engine house has been con- 
sumed and the testimony of the fire- 
men who saw the hay is the only basis 
of the city’s complaint against the con- 
tractor. The Luehrmann Hay and Grain 
Co. has the contract for supplying hay. 
Orders have been issued to all engine 
houses to inspect each load thoroughly 
instead of examining a few bales and as- 
suming that all of the load is of the 
same grade. 

High Grade Contracted For, ° 

The fire department hay is contracted 
for by the Supply Commissioner for 
quarterly peridds, and the contract has 
been held by the Luehrmann company 
for nearly two years. The specifications 
call for No. 1 timothy hay, which is the 
best market’ grade except choice hay. 
City officials say it is not uncommon 
to find an occasional bale below grade 
in a wagon load, but they do not recatl 
a report in recent years of as much as 
100 bales of inferior hay being delivered 
at one place at one time. 

It is stated that, under the rules, fire- 
men at engine house No. 32 should have 
notified the Supply Commissioner of the 
alleged delivery of poor hay when it oc- 
curred. It would then have been the 
cuty of the Supply Commissioner to re-

ject the hay and insist upon the deliv- 
ery of hay meeting the specifications, 
and upon failure to meet. specifications 
he could have purchased thé No. 1 grade 
in the open market and charged the cost 
against the contractor. No decision has 
been reached as to what action, if any, 
will be taken in the matter. 
No Complaint to Firm. 

George Lane, secretary. of the: grain 
ecmpany, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
last. night that no complaint had been 
made to the ,coneern. 

“We know nothing of any substitution 
of inferior hay at gompany 32 or any 
other fire department house,”’ he said. 
“If hay delivered at No. 32 had been 
below the specifications, I do not be- 
lieve the firemen would have used it 
without first making a report.’’

“BIG TIN” nREY 
SAVED FROM BURIAL 
IN POTTER'S FIELD 


Body Identified at Morgue Just 
in Time to Prevent Inter- 
ment as Pauper.

Deaths of “Big Florrie’’ and 
“Little Tim’’ Were Hard Blows | 
to Bowery Leaders.

The search which relatives, friends 

and political followers were making

for him since early on the morning 
of Aug. 31, when he was reported 
missing, came to an end today in the 
Bellevue Hospital morgue. 

A body there, mangled almost cut 
in half, which had been held in the 
Fordham morgue and then in the 
Harlem morgue, as that of an “un- 
known” man who was run over by a 
New Haven Railroad freight train on 
Aug. 31, the day “The Big Fellow” 
disappeared from his brother 
“Paddy's” house, was identified as 
his, just in time to save it from be- 
ing tnterred in Potter’s lield. 

A policeman on duty at the Belle- 
vue morgue, glancing’ at the dead 
man’s face as a casual matter of 
duty, thought the features seemed fa- 
miliar. 

Looking again, he decided that the 
body was that of “Big Tim.” He no- 
tified the morgue keeper, and later 
relatives and friends of the former 
idol of the Bowery sorrowfully con- 
firmed the identification. 

Feared He Would End Life. 

It will never be knewn whether the 
“Big Fellow,” who long had been 
mentally unbalanced, took his own 
life—which most of his relatives and 
friends feared ~wwhen he. vanished—or 
whether he met accidental death. 

All’ that is’ known is that a train 
running through the yards of the 
New Haven above Pelham Park way 
passed over what was either a dead 
or unconscious man lying across the 
track at 4:45 o'clock on the morning 
of Sunday, Aug. 31. 

“Big Tim” ecot away from his 
brother’s house only a mile or so 
distant sometime aftér 2¢o’clock that 
morning. He may have killed 
by an earlier train. 

Well-known as “Gig Tim” was, 
neither railroad men, police nor Cor- 
oner’s officials recognized his fea- 
tures that day. He was put down on 
the railroad men’s report as a “tres- 
passer.”’ 

Coroner Jerome Hailey of the 
Bronx handled the case, and the body 
was sent in a routine fashion to the 
Fordham morgue. ‘Big Tim's” cloth- 
ing bore In several places the label of 
a tailor’ who makes clothing for 
nearly all the leaders and prosperous 
members of Tammany Hall. No effort 
was made to learn from the tailor 
who the victim was. ‘ 

A hat which Sullivan wore—a black 
felt fedora—had upon its sweatband, 
written in plain sight, the name “TF 
J. MeCloskey.” But apparently there 
was nothing done to learn whether 
the. dead man was “McCloskey” -or 
somebody else. 

No Effort to Identify Body. 

It was just an ‘“‘unknown,”’ this body, 
and as such was headed on the routine 
way through the morgue, where it 
was .held two weeks; next the Har- 
lem mortuary; then, as the regulations 
prescribe, through the Bellevue morgue, 
and then, after a ‘few days more, it 
would have gone to Potter's Hteld. 

The Coroner and his assistants, from 
all indications, didn’t evel ‘tro 
through the motions” (as Big Tim’”’ 
would have expressed it) of 
endeavoring to learn the victim’s iden- 
tity. 

Meanwhile, preparations are 
made for his funeral. The 
will be held on Tuesday morning at 
1) o'clock when a solemn high mass 
will be sung in the old cathedral at 
Mott and Prince streets. 

The body was taken toright to the 
club rooms of the Timothy D. Sullivan 
Association, 207 Bowery, there to lav 
in state unti) it shell be removed late:

COLEBROOK, N. H., Sept. 13.—Thaw’s 
‘lawyers today obtained from United 
States District Justice Aldrich at Little- 


- ton, N. H., a writ of habeas corpus re- 


turnable Tuesday morning. The writ 
was not served, but is being held in case 
Goy. Felker signs extradition papers. 

‘"Ehis is a precautionary measure on 
our part,” said Moses Grossman of the 
Thaw staff. ‘The writ will not be served 
unless a move is made by Jerome to take 
If no action 
is taken by Gov. Felker oh Tuesday we 
will ask to hceve an adjournment on 
the writ hearing. But the moment we 
are faced with actual extradition we will 
slap the writ on Jerome, so that Thaw 
will not go back to Matteawan just 
yet.” 

The proceefiing in the Federal Court 
opens the way for Thaw’s counsel to ap- 


peal to the United States Supreme Court.. 


Jerome was at the Monadnock Hotel 
wher he received word that the writ 
had béen issued. 

““T kept my end of a ‘gentleman’ $ 
agreement to wait the word of Gov. 
Felker,’’ Jerome said. 

Jeronte Says He'll Obey Writ. 

“The writ, if served, will certainly be 
obeyed and I suppose we will move. to 
TAttleton. It is somewhat nearer Mat- 
teawan.” | 

Judge Aldrich’s rescript says in part: 

“The petition of Harry K. Thaw for a 
writ of habeas corpus wnder United 
States authority invokes the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, which, among other 
things, declares that no State shall de- 
prive any person of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law as well 
as other Federal laws with reference to 
the restraint, of personal liberty. 

“While reserving to Federal authority

Owing to peculiarities of law in Hon- 
duras, Van Sickler’s plea of self-de- 
nese received no consideration. 

Van Sickler has served one year of 
his term. He is a veteran of the 
Philippine service, and is the brother 
of Miss Florence Van Sickler of 6916 
Von Versen avenue, a teacher in the 
Divoll School. 

The petition mentions depositions, 
on file with the State Department, 
relating to the character of the man 
killed by Van Sickler, and the nature 
of the provocation he furnished. 

“We consider,” the petition says, 
“that a man who would not defend 
hig wife, the honor of his home, and 
his property, ought to be put in 
prison, while in, Honduras the re-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Far East- 


ern diplomats here regard the announce- 
ment of China’s purpose to employ a 


German army officer of high rank and 
20 subordinate officers as instructors 
for her army as a resumption of plans 
interrupted by the revolution against 
Yuan-Shi-Kai. Their expressed view ‘s 
.jthat instead of there being any objec- 
-{tion by the Powers to such a military 
development, it will be encouraged in 
every way as one potent means of guar- 
anteeing the integrity of the Chinese 
republic. 

Soon after the overthrow of the Man- 
chu dynasty an ambitious program was 
laid out for a national army, respon- 
sible solely to the Peking Government 
and independent of the great provincial 
Governors. The plans contemplated the 
manufacture in China of modern wa: 
materials. Foreign machinists and arti- 
ficers were to be employed to instruc:e 
the Chinese workingmen and those plans 
already have been carried into effect 
to a large extent. 

Impressed with the success of the 
Japanese army in the struggle between 
Japan and Russia, the Chinese deter- 
mined to recast their military organi- 
zation upon Japanese models and as a 
step in that direction employed a num- 
ber of Japanese officers, veterans of the 
war with Russia, to organize and drill 
the raw Chinese levies. 

Likewise, with the intention of deval.- 
oping a navy, negotiations were begun 
with the United States and preliminary 
arangements were made for the loan of 
a number of American naval officers. 
This latter plan was never put into exe- 
cution because of the outbreak of the 
recent revolution.

State Auditor John P. Gordon has re- 


quested Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 


Wilson to issue informations against 
two firms operating on the Merchants’ 
Exchange, which, Gordon alleges, haye 
been violating the statute passed fn 1907 
requiring the placing of a 25-cent reve- 
nue stamp on every memorandum of gale 
given to a purchaser. The firms men- 
tioned by the auditor are the Schreiner 
Grain Co., 115 North Third street, and 
Bert H. Lang & Co., 4 Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Auditor Gordon came to St. Loults 
last week and, after making an inves- 
tigation, declared that firms dealing in 
futures pay little attention to this law, 
which requires that a memorandum of 
each sale of shares in grain, cotton, pe- 
troleum or other commodities must be 
given to the purchaser and must bear 
a 2-cent stamp. The sale of stamps,

ably. He . said would request At- 
torney-General Barker to- issue war- 
rants against the two companies of 
wiltth he complains. 

No Intention of Evading Law. 
Bert. HL. Lang said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night that Auditor Gordon 
called¥at his office, but he did not see 
the. official. | 

“We have no intention of evading the 
law,” s@id Lang. “Owing to a rus 
of business. and a shortage-of help in 
the Vacation season some of our busi- 
ness has not been posted up, but the 
stamps were on hand for the purpos> 
and are attached to the memoranda of 
deliveries of grain and stock as they are 
made out. E- would. suggest that the 
State Auditor Rave a representative 
here to look after the sale of stamps 
and their use, as there is enougi rev- 
enue to Warrant it.’’ 

Jacob Schreiner of the Schreiner 
Grain Co. said that Auditor Gordon, on 
a visit to his office, found that mhemo- 
randa for the past few weeks bore no 
Stamps, but he explained that the of- 
fice Was b@hind in its work and the 
Stamps would be attached as quickly as 
possible, 

The Mefchants’ Exchange ‘passed a 
resolution yesterday to the effect that 
it be made ‘a rule that memoranda of 
sales with stamps attached shall 
filed with the St. Louis ~—_ Clearing: 
House at or before 10 a. m,7of tie day 
follewing the Edcnaetibn. According to 
the. resolution any member refusing to 
file such memoranda or who shall be- 
come delinquent shall be suspended and 
notice of his suspension is to be sent 
to the State Auditor.

Moulting,. 

Does if usually take chickens about 
four months to moult and begin laying 
again? Is it natural for chickens to 
moult in the fall or do they moult .0 
many months after hatching, and, if so 
how many months? Can you make then: 
moujt at any time you want them to by 
a system of feeding? What is a goor 
feed to make them slip their feathers 
easily? X. X., Vicksburg, Miss. 

It usually takes two to four months 
for ¢éhickens to moult and resume lay- 
ing if left to themselves. Proper feed- 
ing and care shortens the period. Early 
fall is the natural moulting time, but 
early hatched chickens will moult in 
August, four or five months after they 
afe hatched. You cannot make them 
moult at any time of the year; but you 
can assist the moult by feeding. Some 
breeders use a heavy feeding system 
and some a light feeding system when 
they notice the birds beginning to slip 
their feathers. By either method flax- 
seed meal is fed, one part to ten of other 
mash feed, during the first 10 days of 
the moult. This assists them in slip- 


»ping, their feathers. 


After the .feathers 
have been slipped,. heavy feeding of 
feather-making feeds, such as oats, 
sunflower seed, beef scraps with plenty 
of green feed, will hasten the growth 
of feathers. Soon after the feathers 
develop the nens should start to lay. 


: Pallet Bred Cockerels.

Chickens pluck feathers because ff 
too close confinenent, the presence of 
insect pests, or improper feeding. If 
undertaken soon enough, a wide range 
with a change of diet, including a plen- 
tiful supply of animal feed and freedom 
from insect pests, will usually correct 
the evil. See that the fowls have plenty 
of exercise. If the habit becomes well 
formed it is very troublesome and kill- 
ing the worst offenders is often advised.

Plan to get winter quarters in order 
early this season. Renovate them thor- 
oughly and have them clean and sweet 
for the use of the flocks at housing 
time next month. It pays to get the 
early pullets into their winter quarters 
in September. 


If you feed a moist mash, do not 
give more at one feeding that will be 
promptly cleaned up. Moist food spoils 
quickly at this season, and esvoiled or 
eour grains and grain mixtures are cer- 
tain to cause trouble. Be sure that the 
cracked grains fed are sweet and 
sound. There is always a good deal of 
spoiled cracked grain sold during the 
Sumner season.

There being two opinions as to the 
rains. One is that the rains have been 
highly beneficial and will stimulate 
further fruiting and add largely to 
the crop. A contrary opinion is that 
the rains have come too —~ to add 
to the quantity of cotton And will 
serve only to lower the grade of 
what is already open and unpicked. 
Arguments are advanced to support 
both theories, but an early or a late 
frost will determine the correctness 
of one or the other. 

Should cotton begin-to put on fruit, 
an early frost will do much damage 
and a late one might allow marvel- 
ous production. 

From an almost perfect condition in 
Alabama there has been a deterioration 
until it is predicted that Alabama wil] 
make only an average crop. Massissippi 
continues to hold the splendid prospects 
that State has enjoyed during the whole 


season and it looks almost impossible 
to fall short of a very large crop there. 
In other states east of the river the 
nditions continue good, except that 
ere has been some deterioration 1°: 


North Carolina. Arkansas is good and is 
generally expected to produce a crop 
slightly under the average. 

Crop Movement Heavy. 

The movement of new cotton is wn- 
usually heavy and there seems to be a 
market for all of it. Prices generally 
have been advanced and in the principal] 
spot centers of this country will average 
around’ 13c. 

The New Orleans revision of spot 
quotations would indicate rather a high- 
grade crop, as they have advanced the 
price of middling and below % of a cent, 


and at the same time reduced the price 
ot good middling and above by the same 
fraction. Whether the heavy rains will 
change this remains to be seen. 

Trade conditions seem to be generally 
good and stocks of dry goods are no- 
where large. Prices of most lines of 
cloth are undergoing a _ revision and 
prices are, as a rule, being advanced. 
Yarns are in good demand and prices 
are advancing. Buyers of yarns, both 
weavers and knitters, are supposed. to 
be rather short of supplies and uncom- 
fortable over the advance.

VOMEN FOR WHON 
FINK WAS BANKER 
STILL TRUST HIM 


‘If | Have Lost, He Did ‘His 
Best; He Is Honest, "’ Says 
St. Louis Client, 75, — 


IMANY OTHERS DEFEND HIM 


Belleville Woman, 60, Who In- 
vestigated $8000, Heaviest 
Loser Among Widows. 


Further investigation of the affairs 
of Henry J. Fink, the Belleville pri- 
vate banker, against whom claims of 
nearly $500,000 have been resting 
since his financial failure two weeks 
ago, reveals that he still has a 
strange hold on many of his clients, 
especially the widows whose small 
fortunes, entrusted to him for invest- 


ment, may have been lost to them 
forever. 

So far only one client has shown 
an inclination. to prosecute Fink. 
*There is one warrant charging him 
with embezzlement pending and he is 
at liberty under bond of $1500. The 
charge is based on transactions sim- 
ilar in nature to many others in 
which Fink was involved, but the 
clients represented by more than 30 
attorneys who are looking into the 
banker’s affairs have. indicated no 
disposition to institute criminal pro- 
ceedings. 

Fink Again Drops From View. 

Fink departed suddenly from Belle- 


remained in seclusion at the home of 
his half-brother, E. A. Bernius, at 
1476 Stewart place, St. Louts. He re- 
turned to Belleville last Saturday to 
furnish. bond when the warrant was 
issued against him and a day or so 
later again disappeared from view. 

His bondsman, Fred Ziegenhein of 
East St. Louis, and Bernius are the 
only ones who know his present 
whereabouts. They have placed him 
in a sanitarium under the care of a 
physician and will permit no one to 
see him. They declare he has suf- 
fered a mental and nervous break- 
down. 

But while scores of persons are 
clamoring for the money they had 
deposited with Fink and expressing 
doubt as to his motives, a number of 
widows among his clients who have 
their Whole fortunes. depending on 
the salvage from his assets, have 
not lost faith in him. They criticise 
the men whoy they say, have acted 
hysterically 0 A view their own pre- 
dicament philosophically. 

“If we've lost, we've lost, and it 
isn’t Henry Fink’s fault,” seems to 
be their general attitude. 

A striking example of the widows’ 
confidence in Fink is the case of Mrs. 
Maria Dressler of 2912 Missouri ay- 
enue, St. Louls, She is 72 years old 
and gradually is losing her sight. 

Mrs. Dressler is a native of Mas- 
coutah, [Ill., Fink’s home town, and 
knew the banker when he was a 
child. Wer father, a Mascoutah sad- 
dler, left her a small fortune 40 years 
ago, most of which she spent on 
medical treatment for her husband, 
who was an invalid 35 years. 

Deposited Money With Fink. 

Six years ago Mrs. Dressler, after 
the death of her husband, found she 
had only $450 left. Having no one 
an orphaned 
granddaughter, Miss Edna Hirt of 
the Missouri avenue address, she de- 
posited her money with Fink and took 
up her home with the granddaugh- 
ter. Fink’s financial collapse has 
left Mrs. Dressler without a cent 
but this is what she has to say about 
it:

Went to Mexico With Maximilian and Carlotta, and 
Was Assisted.to Escape When the Empire Fell by 


Porfirio Diaz. 


In Her Ozark Home She Describes Scenes of the Ca- 
tastrophe and Expresses Her Belief That Carlot- 
ta Died Long Ago of a Broken Heart. 


IVING in distant parts of the world--the one robbed of her ‘reason 
by the tragic events that deprived her of husband. and crown, the 
other spending her last years happily in a quaint village in the 
foothills of the Ozarks--are the two sole women survivors of Em- 


‘peror Maximilian’s ill-fated expedition to 
Mexico 50 years ago. 
A kindly fate has blotted from Empress 
Cavlotta’s mind the events that transpired after she 
sailed away from Mexico to Europs in a vain effort to 
persuade Napoleon III not to abandon her husband 
whom he had lured to Mexico by an offer of empire. 
To this day she is ignorant of the ending of her hus- 
band before a firing squad of Mexican soldiers at Quere- 
taro. 

‘Fate has been equally kind to the survivor on this 
side of the water where, still possessed of’a keen mind 
despite her many winters and surrounded by a few 
treasured mementoes, she can still recall with mingled 
pleasure and sorrow many- incidents that form an im. 
portant part of the bloody history of the revolution- 
ridden republic to the south of us. 

Mrs. Katie Kentling was born in Hungary 77 years 
ago and came from a family of soldiers, a long line of 
her ancestors having fought on the battlefields of Eu- 
rope. She was a daughter of Lawrance Schetz, one o 
the seasoned veterans in 
the Austrian army. He 
fell in one of the battles 
of the war between 
Austria and France itn 
1848. Katie Schetz war 
but 12 years old when he 
father was killed. She 
grew to young womapn- 
hood in the Austrian cap 
ital where she married 
William Heidie, a musi- 
cian, who became conduc- 
tor of one of the biggest 
musical organizations in 
Vienna. 


About this time Ferdi- 
nand Maximilian Joseph, 
Archduke of - Austria. 
fired with the ambition to 
become a ruler at once, 
through the offer of Na- 
poleon III, of the throne 
of Mexico, renounced his 
claim to the right of suc- 
cession to the throne of 
Austria. Maxi- 
milian did not 
overlook the need 
of a musician to 
direct his  mili- 
tary bands. He 
offered the post 
to Heidie who 
refused to go un- 
jess his wife ac- 
companied him to 
the fer off land. 
They decided to 
g0. 5 

“Maximilian 
had no trouble 
raising as large 
ah army as was 
needed,” - said Emperer Maximilian. 

Mrs. Kentling in telling of their departure. ‘Besides 
Empress <arlotta and myself there were two other 
women—wives of French officers. We entered the har- 
bor of Vera Cruz on May 28. 

“The three years spent in the Mexican capital were 
among the happiest of my life... My husband was en- 
abled to have his headquarters in Mexico City where 
we could be together most of. the ijvc. Though of 
royal blood, Emperor Maximilian and hin’ ress 
Carlotta were most democratic personages. I and other 
women who were in the expedition were invited to 
many of the functions of state and° were enabled to 
see a great deal of tie Kmpress. Maximilian made

“Our hopes were raised when It was learned in Mex- 
ico City that the Empress had sailed for France to 
make a personal appeal to Napoleon to change his de- 
cision and to continue to support her husband in the 
mission he had undertaken for him. We thought that 
she would succeed, once she could get the ear of the 
French Emperor, and confidently expected she would 
soon return. Maximilian nor any of us ever saw her 
again. 

“Maximilian never thought he weuld be executed. 
Before the hour set for his death. he was told by one 
of the officers of the Juarez army that by paying over 
what gold he had it would save his life, as the members 
of the firing squad could be bribed to use blank cart- 
ridges in their muskets. This he did but the Mexican 
informant either falsified or the money was actually 
paid over without any intention on the part of those 
receiving it to use blanks. He was brave to the last. 
l'e asked that if the execution must be carried out that 
ke le shot in the heart and not in the head. This re- 
quest Was granted.” | 

Fortunately fo: Heidie a terrible earthquake in Mex- 
ico City a few weeks before Maximilian’s fatal march 


Empress Carlotta. 
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to Queretaro crippled him 
so that-he could not ac- 
company the band. that 
went with the _ soldiers.

future year, the waning mid-year season of 

1913 will be remembered as “the summer of 

dreadful heat and drouth” in Missouri, Kansas, 
Southern Illinois and large sections of the Southwest. 
Kansas, practically all over; Missouri, except the ex- 
treme northern part, and the southern section of IIli- 
nois have been the champion hot places on the United 
States, weather map for nearly three months. While at 
times it has been extremely hot in various other states, 
the temperatures in the territory mentioned have aver- 
aged far above the normal during July and August, with 
similar conditions prevailing for a part of June and con- 


Accompanying the abnormal heat has been an unusu- 
ally long dry season. Since the middle of April there 
have been no general rainfalls throughout this vast 
farming’ region. Here and there, occasionally, a consid- 
erable shower has fallen. For the most part these pre- 
cipitations have been local. In fact, the limited area re- 
freshed temporarily by showers has been a remarkable 
feature of the drouth. Only by taking the general aver- 
ages for entire states and comparing them with the nor- 
mal precipitation can q proper idea of the extent of the 
drouth be obtained. 

For instance, the July record of precipitation for St. 
Louis is misleading, since necessarily it gives only the 
rainfall at the Weather Bureau in the Chemical Build- 
ing. The total precipitation fof the month was 3.61 
inches, which is eighteen-hundredths of an inch above 
the normal for that month. Of this rainfall 2.12 inches 
was recorded July 1. That was a local shower. District 
Forecaster Montrose W. Hayes says that little or no 
rain fell that day in some parts of the city. The rainfall 


_ for the rest of the month, 1.4 inches, ‘was similarly local 


in distribution. 

The June pfecipitation in St. Louis was 1.55 inches, 
the normal being 4.47; May precipitation 1.53, normal 
4.24: April precipitation 3.57, normal 3.52. Nearly all of 
the April rain fell before the middle of the month, when 


the drouth lasting practically five months began. 


' While the burden of the torrid spell rested upon July 
and August, throughout almost the entire zone of unusu- 
ally high temperatures, the records for June.and for the 
first part of September, showed heat considerably above 
the normal. At many stations of the Weather Bureau 
the same anomalous conditions began, even in April: 
The St. Louis figures will indicate the general hotness. 


Here the readings were: 
April—Mean temperature, 64.5; normal, 56.1; excess, 


: 8.4 degrees. 
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-May—Mean, 77; normal, 66.5; excess, 10.5. 
June—Mean, 88.7; normal, 75.1;. excess, 13.1. 
July—Mean, 89.7; normal, 79.1; excess, 10.6. _ 
August—Mean, 92.7; normal, 77.2; extess, 15.5. 

The foregoing figures mean that on the average every 
April day was 8,4 degrees hotter in 1913 than the normal, 
every May day 10.3 degrees hotter, every June day 13.1 
degrees hotter, every July day 10.6 degrees hotter, and 
every August day 18.5 degrees hotter’ Nothing could 
serve better to indicate the abnormality of the 1913 siim- 
mer heat than these official records. — 

In various other places the Weather Bureau recorded 
even greater excesses of heat than in St. Louis. At To- 
pexa, Kan., the July mean temperature was 93.1, the nor- 
mal being 77.6. This shows the remarkable excess cf 16.5 
degrees every day on the aferage for the montr. 

Temperatures of 100 degrees are unusual anywhere in 
the United States except at Yuma, Ariz., at certaimpoints 
on the dry plateaus.of Arizona and New Mexico and in 
the Imperial Valley of Californm, below sea level. When 
the mercury marks the century in St. Louis or elsewhere 
save in the localities mentioned, it is a fact for remem- 
brance. St. Louis this year had four century-mark Cays. 
They were July 17, 101; July 18, 102; Aug. 6, 101, and 
Aug. 27, 101.

Strange stories of the effects of the heat and drouth 


are told. One day in August a hot wind from Kansas 
blew straight eastward into Missouri, 


earrying sand 
more than 100 miles into the State. Window panes ir 
North Central Missouri were dimmed by the sani from 
the Kansas prairies. A remarkable effect of the hot 
wind was that the foliage of trees was withered on the 
side exposed to the simoon, while on the other side the 
leaves remained bright and green. Corn also was with- 
ered by the torrid blast. 

The excessive heat has benefited one industry at 
Kingsville, Mo., according to a dispatch from that town. 

[t is stated that in 

most of the resi- 

dences in Kingsville 
the wall paper 
cracked and_ shriv- 
eled, falling from 
the walls in large 
sections, on account 
of the extreme dry- 
ness and the terrific 
heat. Vall paper 
dealers are reaping a 
golden harvest. They 
are working over- 
time, trying to re- 
store the tidy interi- 
or appearance -of 

Kingsville homes. 

After nine wees 
of drouth active 
drilling ceased in 
many of the O”la- 
homa oil fields, ow- 
ing to a lack of wa- 
ter to operate the 
machinery.

A hose cart on the way to a fire in Omaha was stalle 
at Fifteenth and Farnum stréets, the wheels cuttiig 
deeply into the asphalt pavement, softened by the Leat. 
The asphalt had become like thick mud. A thermometer 
placed where the cart stalled showed a temperaturetof 
125 degrees. ers 

In Omaha for weeks the carpenters, bricklayers ard 
other mechanics exposed to the sun were unable to work 
more than half a day. Farm work in many parts of Ne- 
braska ceased altogether. The acreage of winter wheat 
will be far below the normal, because of the impo#si- 
bility of plowing. ‘ 

From Lincoln it is reported that hundreds of farmers 
abandoned daytime plowing and spent the moonlit 
nights of the last week in August turning over the soil 
for winter wheat. 

A freak of the heat wave was noted at-Lincoln July 17, 
when the Government thermometer in a kiosk in tbe 
business district was unable to register the temperature. 
The rise and fall is recorded on a sheet of ruled paper, 
an inker marking the temperature in a varying line. A 
temperature of 110 is provided for. When the mercury 
climbed to 113 the inking needle was.discnvered inkihg 
up the brass disk on which the. recording sheet was 
ruled. Thus the old ject as to the mercury climbing out 
of the thermometer was made a joke.no longer. The 
same day a temperature of 109 was recorded by the of- 
ficial thermometer at the top of a high building in Lin- 
coln. : ee: 

Convicts in the State prison at Lincoln suffered te- 
cause of the failure of the two wells supplying water. . 
Work in the prison chair and broom factories was ets- 
pended because of the intense heat. There was so litile 
available water that the prison “wash day” was ar@n- 
doned Monday, Sept. 2. ; 

One of the strangest of all the “freak stories” comes 
from Kansas. ‘There have been instances of a river te- 
ing on fire, owing to oi] on the surface. in Kansas a 
road caught fire and burned up. The commissioners cf 
Clay County had tried to make a road passable by sur- 
facing it. with straw. Dust and sand had scendered it 
practically impassable. A few days after the straw was 
put on an automobile essayed the passage, . the exhaust 
set fire to the straw. The blaze spread rapidly, and in 
a few minutes the road was ablaze for more than two 
miles. ot, : 

Instead of going to church the last Sunday morning 
in August, nearly all the men and boys in Cedar Pofnt, 
Kan., went fishing, justifying themselves by the Biblical 
exception as to the ox or the ass falling into the ditch 
on the Sabbath day. The’Cottonwood River had gone 
almost dry below the mill dam. The fish supply of the 
town was in peril. The men and boys seined the podls 
below the dam, captured all the fish and put them ‘itito 
the mill pond. Catfish weighing 60 pounds were takén. 

During the first ten days of August and the last five 
days, the two periods of extreme hot weather, nearly 
all outdoor work in the “heat of the day” was abdn- 
doned in Kansas. Threshing crews worked from day- 
light until. 11 a. m., knocked off till 5 p. m., and then 
worked until dark. 

One gratifying result of the drouth is reported from 
Texas. About the only oasis in the Colorado River 
ley was a field of sorghum, 160. acres, which remained 
green. An army of, grasshoppers came along and 
stripped the stalks so that the field appeared as if it 
had been planted to bamboo fishing poles...

The general blurring and shifting of Frauen- 
hofer’s lines of the spectrum point, tn my epinioen, 
to a widespread cosmic change of a subtle and 
singular character. Light from a planet is the 
reflected light of the sun, light from a star is a 
gelf-produced light; but the spectra both from 
planets and stars have, in this tnsetance, all un- 
dergune the same change. Is it, then, a change 
in those planets and stars? To me such an idea 
is inconceivable. What common change could 
simultaneously come vpon them all? Ia it a 
change in our own atmosphere? It is possible. 
but in the highest degree improbable, since we 
see no signs of it around us. What, then, is the 
third possibility? That it may be a change tn 
the conducting medium, in that tInfinitely fine 
ether which extends from star to star and. per- 
vades the whole universe. Deep in that ocean 
we are floating upon a slow current. Might that 
current not drift us into belts ef ether which are 
novel and have properties of which we have never 
conceived? There is a change somewhere. This 
cosmic disturbance of the spectrum proves it. It 
may be @ neutral one. We do not knew. Shal- 
low observers may treat the matter as one 
whieh can be disregarded, but the deeper in- 
telligence of the true philosopher will . un- 
derstand that the possibilities of the universe 
are. incalculable and that the wisest man is 
he who holds himself ready for the unexpected. 
To take an obvious example, who would un- 
dertgke to say that the mysterious and uni- 
versal illness which is recorded in your columns 
this very morning as having broken out 
among the indigenous races of Sumatra has 
no connection with some cosmic change to which 
they may respond more quickly than the more 
complex peoples of Europe?

There is no more thoroughgoing international Mrs. 
Gummidge, and no more utterly uselees and often utterly 
mischi«vous citizen, than the peace-at-any-price, uni- 
verscl-arbitration type of being, who is always com- 
plaining either about war or else about ihe cost of the 
armaments which act as the insurance against war. 

There is every reason why we should try to limit the 
cost of armaments, as these tend to grow excessive,

I have always taken the interest in the navy which -every 
good Americaa ought to take. At the time I wrote the 
book, in the early eighties, the navy had reached its 
nadir, and we were then utterly incompetent to fight 
Spain or any other power that had a navy at all. 


“Shortly afterwards we began timidly and hesitatingly 


to build up a fleet. Ht is amusing to recall the round- 
about steps we took to accomplish our purpose. in 
the reaction after-the colossal struggle of the Civil War 
our strongest and most capable men had thrown their 
whole energy into business, into money-making, into 


the development, and above all the exploitation and | 


exhaustion at the most rapid rate possible, of our na- 
tural resoureces—mines, forests, soil and rivers. 

These men were not weak men, but they permitted 

themselves to grow shortsighted and selfish; and while

All these elements teten together made a body of 
public opinion so impertant durinz the decades imme- 
diately succeeding the Civil War a« to put a top to any 
serious effort te keep the nation ii. a condition of reas- 
onable military preparefress. Th. ropresentatives of 
this opinion then voted just as they now do when they 
yote against battleship or against fortifying the Panama 
Canal. 

It woul have been bad-enough if we had been content 
to be weak, and, in view of sur weakness, not to bluster. 


But we were got content with such a policy. We wished 


to enjoy the incompati! le juxuries of an _ unbridled 


- tongue and am unready hand. There was a very large 


element which was ignorant of our military weakness, 

or, naturally enough, unable to understand it, and an- 
er large eleament which liked to please its own vanity 

by listening to offensive talk about foreign nations. 


Accordingly, toe many of our politicians, especially 


e in Congress, found that the cheap and easy thing to 
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preparation whatsoever for action, we were not taken 
seriously in return. Gradually a siight change for the 
better occurred, the writings of Capt. Mahan playing 
no small part therein.

They were over- 
joyed that at last they were given proper instruments 
to work with, and they speedily grew to handle these 
ships individually in the best fashion. They were fast 
learning to handle them in squadron and fleet forma- 
tion; but when the war with Spain broke out, they 
had as yet hardly grasped the principles of mv ‘cia 
scientific naval gunnery. | 
Soon after I began work as Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy I became convinced that the war would some. 
The revolt in Cuba had dragged its weary length until 
conditions in the island had become so dreadfri as 
to be a standing disgrace to us for permitting them 
to exist. 

There is much that I sincerely admire about the 
Spanish character; and there are few men for whom I 
have f"* greater respect than for certain gentlemen 
of Spai:z ..hom I have known. But Spain attempted to 
govern her colonies on archaic principles which rendered 
her control of them incompatible with the advance of 
humanity and intolerable to the conscience of mankind. 


In 1898 the so-called war in Cuba had dragged along 


‘for years, with unspeakable horror, degradation and 


misery: It was not “war” at all, but murderous op- 
pression. Cuba was devastated. 

During those years, while we continued at “peace,” 
several hundred times as many lives were lost as were 
lost during the three months’ “war” which put an end 
to this slaughter and opened a career of peaceful prog- 
ress to the Cubans. 

Yet there were misguided professional philanthropists 
who cared so much more for names than for facts that 
they preferred a “peace” of continuous murder to a 
“war” which stopped the murder and brought real 
peace. Spain’s humiliation was certain, anyhow; in- 
deed, it was more certain without war than with it, 
for she could not permanently keep the island, and she 
minded yielding to the Cubans more than yielding to tus. 

Our own direct interests were great, because of the 
Cuban tobacco and sugar, and especially because of 
Cuba’s relation to the projected isthmian canal. But 
even greater were our interests from the standpoint of 
humanity. Cuba was at our very doors. It was a 
dreadful thing for us to sit supine and watch her 
death agony. It was our duty, even more from the 
standpoint of national horor than from the stan tpoint 
of national interest, to stop the devastation and de- 
struction. Because of these considerations I favored 
war; and today, when in retrospect it is easier to see 
things clearly, there are few humane and honorable 
men who do not believe that the war was both just aad 
necessary. 

The big financiers and the men generally who were 
susceptible to touch on the money nerve, and who 
cared nothing for national honor if it conflicted even 
temporarily with business prosperity, were against the 
war. The more famous type of philanthropist agreed 
with them. The newspapers cc trolled by, or run in 
the interest of, these two classes deprecated war, and 
did everything in their power to prevent any prepara- 
tion for war. 

As a whole the people in Congress were at that time 
{and are now) a shortsighted set as regards interna- 
tional matters. There were a few men—Senators Cush- 
man K. Davis aid H. C. Lodge, for instance, and John 
Morgan—who did look ahead; but most of the Con- 
gressmen were content to follow the worst of all pos- 
sible courses, that is, to pass resolutions which made 
war more likely, and yet to decline to take measures 
which would enable us to meet the war if it did come. 

However, in the Navy Department we were able to de 
a good deal, thanks,.to the energy and ability of some 


of the bureau chiefs, and to the general good tone of 


the service. I soon found my natural friends and allies 
in such men as Evans, Taylor, Sampson, Wainwright, 
Brownson, Schroeder, Bradford, Cowles, Cameron, Wins- 
low and many others like them. I used all the power 
there was in my

In a crisis the man worth his salt 
is the man who meets the needs of the situation in what- 
ever way is necessary. 

- Dewey purchased the coal and was ready to move 
at once if need arose.

Accordingly I did my best to get 
him put in command of the Asiatic fleet, the fleet where 
it was most essential to have a man who would act with- 
out referring things back to the home authorities. 

An officer senior to him, of the respectable, common- 
place type, was being pushed by certain politicians who

with the President. I would have preferred to see Dewey 
get the appointment without appealing to any politician 
at all But while tnis was my preference, the essential 
things was to get him the appointment. 

For a naval officer to bring pressure to get himself 
a soft and easy place is unpardonable; but a large leni- 
ency should be obsefved toward tne man who uses in- 
fluence only to get himself a place in the picture near 
the flashing guns.

In the event of decla- 
ration of war Spain, your duty will be to see that 
the Spanish squadron does not leave the Asiatic 
coast, and then offensive operations in Philippine 
Islands. Keep Olympia until further orders. 

“ ‘ROOSEVELT.’ 

“(The ritercinie to keeping the Olympia until further 

orders was due to the fact that I had been notified that 
she would soon be recalled to the United States.)”’

Almost the only man in the navy who fully realized 
this was our naval attache at Paris, Lieut. Sims. 
wrete letter after letter pointing out how frightfully 
backward we were in marksmanship. I was much im- 
pressed by his letters; but Wainwright was about the 
only other man who was. And as Sims proved to be 
mistaken in his belief that the French had taught the 
Spaniards how to shoot, and as tne Spaniards proved 
to be much worse even than we were, in the service 
generally Sims was treated as an alarmist. 

“ut although I at first partly acquiesced in -this view. 
{ grew uneasy when I studied the small proportion of 
hits to shots made by our vessels in battle. When | 
was President I took up the matter, and speedily ‘be- 
came convinced that we needed to revolutionize our 
whole training in-marksmansbip. 

Sims was given the lead in organizing and intro- 
ducing the new system; and to him more than to any 
other one man was due the astonishing progress made 
by our fleet in this respect, a progress which made the 
fleet, gun for gun, at least three times as effective, in 
point of fighting efficiency, in 19908 as it was in 1962.

Like the people, the Government was for a long time 
unwilling to prepare for war, because so many honest 
but misguided men believed that the preparation itself 
tended to bring on the war. I did not in the least share 
this feeling, and whenever I was left as Acting Secre- 
tary I did everything a my power, to put us in readi- 
ness. 

I knew that in the event of war Dewey could be 
slipped like a wolfhound from a leash; I was sure that 
if he were given half a chance he would strike instantly 
and with telling effect; and I made up my mind that all 
I could do to give him that half-chance should be done. 
|! was in the closest touch with Senator Lodge through- 
out this period, and either consulted him about or noti- 
fied him of. all the moves I was taking. 

By the end of February I felt it was vital to send 
Dewey (as well as each of our other commanders who 
were not in home waters) instructions that would enable 
him to be in readiness for immediate action. On the 
afternoon of Saturday, Feb. 26, when I was Acting Sec- 
retary, Lodge called on me just as I was preparing the 
order, which (as it was addressed to a man of the right 
stanip) was of much importance to the subsequent opera-

bampered by orders from those not on the ground. 
Success im war depends very largely upon choosing a 
man fit to exercise such powers, and then giving him 
the powers. 

It would be instructive to remember, ff only we were 


‘willing to do so, the fairly comic panic which swept 


in waves over our seacoast, first when it became évident 
that war was about to be declared and then when it 
was declared. The public waked up to the suffictently 
obvious fact that the Government was in its usual state 
—perennial unreadiness for war. 

Thereupon the people of the seaboard district passed 
at one bound from upreasoning confidence that war 
never could come to unreasoning fear as to what might 
happen now :hat it had come. That acute philosopher, 
Mr. Dooley, proclaimed that in the Spanish War we 
were in a dream, but that the Spaniards wera in a 
trance. This just about summed up the facts. 

Our people had for decades scoffed at the thought 
of making ready for possible war. Now, when it was too 
late, they not only backed every measure, wise and un- 
wise, that offered a chance of supplying a need that 
ought to have been met before, but they also fell into 
a eondition of panic apprehension as to —_— the foe 
might do. 

For years we had been saying, just as any number 
of our people now say, that no nation would venture to 
attack us. Then when we did go to war with an ex- 
veedingly feeble nation, we, for the time being, rusned 
to the other extreme of feeling, and. attributed to this 
feeble nation plans of off>nsive warfare which it never 
dreamed of making, and which, if made,.it would have 
been wholly unable to execute, :

This is called the ‘“endo- 
lymph” theory, and Dr. H. Norman Bar- 
nett, fellow of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons, writing in Knowledge, asserts that 
it is scientifically accurate and supported 
by much practical evidence of its truth 


Dr. Barnett says that true seasickness- 


must not be confused with sickness at 
sea. The latter is produced in persons 
whose digestive organs are out of order. 
It is nothing but a-severe sick headache 
It, of course, 
can be cured by the same treatment that 
is given to ordinary bilious attacks on 
shore, 

Real seasickness is entirely different 
The stomach’s rebellion in this case is 
not the cause, but the effect. This is true 
also of the liver. A sluggish liver is a 
very bad companion for the sea voyager, 
but it is not important as a disposing 

According to Dr. Barnett, the real cause 
system. 
“The motion of the ship,” he writes, “is 
communicated through a special sense to 
the brain and thence to the stomach as 
a secondarily affected organ, but the 
exciting cause is not so simple as it may 
appear at first sight. Thus we find that 


.a pitching motion produces sickness much 


more quickly than & rolling one; that a 
person accustomed to the long, slow 
movements of a liner on great oceans 
may easily succumb to the short motion 
of a small ship in land-locked seas. It is 
found if one lies down on going aboard, 
or when a storm is biowing up, that sick- 


ness can often be averted; and also that 
if the weather becomes gradually worse 
passengers can generally stand it who 
would certainly be ill if they were sub- 
jected to a sudden storm or went straight 
from dry land to a boat on rough water.” 

The special sense through which the 
motion of the ship reaches the brain is 
that of balance. There is in our heads a 


pair of the most wonderful organs which 


give us this sense. These are connected 
with the ears, but have absolutely noth- 
ing to do with hearing. In the hard, 
petrous part of the temporal bone on each 
side of the head are three semi-circular 
canals, each one being piaced at right 
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If the semi-circular canals from both 
sides of the head te considered together, 
as in the diagram, we see that they form 
three pairs, arranged like the three di- 
mensions of a cube, so that they exactly 
correspond to the three dimensions of 
space. Whatever movements the head 
makes or whatever movements it is 
made to make, as on board a rocking or 
pitching ship, at least one pair of these 
canals will be affected.

“Our semi-circular canals,” in the 
words of Dr. Barnett, “constitute a sort 
of human spirit level.” How this works 
can easily be tested by experiment. If 
the body be rotated rapidly, and then an 
attempt be made to walk, it will be found 
that staggering has been produced, clear- 
ly proving that co-crdination has been 
interfered with. This is owing to the 
nedolymph having been subjected to un- 
usual movement. 

“Nor, if rotation be continued, is in- 
co-ordination the only symptom—head- 
ache, giddiness, slight double sight, rapid 
pulse, flushing followed by chilliness, and 
distinct nausea will in turn be expert- 
enced—these being produced by the irri- 
tated endings of the nerves conveying 
sensation to brain and stomach. If we 
compare the above set of symptoms with 
those of seasickness a marked similarity 
is at once seen.’ 

it is a well-known fact that some chil- 
dren are unable to use a swing, owing to 
nausea, giddiness and headache being 
caused. There are also those who ex- 
perience when on a switchback railway 
or a water chute one or more of the above 
symptoms, undoubtedly due to a sim- 
ilar cause.

“Undoubtedly,” says 
Dr. Barnett, “since it is the fluid in the 
vertical canals that is affected in pitch- 
ing, and, as they are two to one, we nat- 
urally suspect double the effect. In roli- 


"ing, on the contrary, the fluid in two 


canals is practically at rest, only sne— 
the horizontal—having its fluid level and 
pressure on its walls much changed.” 

The nerves from the semi-circular ca- 
nals are connected with those of the face 
and through these with the vagus nerve 
that controls the movements of the ston- 
ach. That is how the stomach comes to 
be affected.

Animal That Crawls

ID you ever see an aard-vark? 
Perhaps you know it better by 
its Latia name, orycteropus? 
No? They haven’t got one in 

the zoological coliection in Bronx Park, 
nor, 80 far as the writer has been able to 
learn, in any of the famous zoos or 
menageries of the world. For the aard- 
vark is a delicate animal, according to 
Curator Ditmars, and not easily accli- 
mated. on 

The aard-vark was thought to be a 
myth until the Dutch and English began 
to settle Africa. It was first described 


by P. Kelbe in 1742 in an account of his - 


travels in Cape Colony, but Buffon called 
in Yyuestion his description. However, 
this is known now to be accurate. 

The Paris Museum has just received an 
prycteropus, which it has had stuffed and 
placed on exhibition. There are three 
species, and that in Paris is the exces- 
sively rare orycteropus ethiopicus, from 
the regions of the Blue Nile and Abys-

WHAT THE. DUCTLESS GLANDS ARF. THEIR VALUE TO OUR -BODIES 


B are beginning to discover 
that many of the phenomena 
within the body, which were 
but a few years ago put down 

‘to a mysterious “vital force,” are now 
quite explainable in terms of chemistry. 
Chemical secretions direct and control 
the growth of the body and all its va- 
rious functionings. I will mention a 
tew of the most remarkable of these. 
Embedded in the hardest bone in the 
bedy, at the base of the skull, is a tiny 
bedy called the pituitary gland, which is 
in many respects the most wonderful tn 
the body. The gland is divided into two 
parts—only the front part seeming to be 
active. The whole gland weighs only 
about five grains. If this little body is 
irritated or unduly stimulated—by- a 
growth within the brain, for instance— 
frightful deformities of all the bones 
take place—particularly of the face, 
Lands and feet. The hands and feet 


grow enormous, and if the changes begin. 


early enough in life the whole body is 
effeeted, so that we have a “giant” who 
grows to be seven or eight feet in height. 
Thus the “giant” is no longer considered 
@ paragon of strength, as in the fairy 
talon We its considered a pathological 
specimen, whose pituitary gland is dis- 
eased! Om the other hand, if this gland 
wastes of “atrophies,” the body does not 
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grow to its prever 
dimensions and then 
we have a “dwarf.’ 
This is the cause of 
the qwarfs we see in 
the side show, the 
eircus and  else- 
where. 

The thyroid and 
thymus glands, 
again, situated in the 
neck, cause still bad- 
ly understood’ degen- 
erations of mind and 
body. There is a 
definite inter-relation 
between this gland 
and the reproductive 
organs; old dogs can 
have the gland re- 
moved without § in- 
jury. But if removed early in life the 
patient dies in tetanic convulsions. 

The saprarenals again, are highly im- 
portant and are situated just over the 
kidneys, At an early period of fetal 
life a small twig of the sympathetic 
nervous system breaks away and rolis 
itself up ke a bal) of string and finally 
breaks ‘ttself off entirely and becomes 
attached te the top of the kidneys.
